It begins now to look like all those people who said Al Smith had no 
knowledge nor grasp of national affairs and problems may have missed a 


guess. 


When I sat in the State Fair Grounds at Sedalia, Mo., one sultry night 
and heard him expose the masquerade of “Coolidge economy” I had an idea 
he was right but I was sure the country would think him wrong. 


-The American people would not 
swallow any such statistical proof of 
the hokus-pokus Mr. Coolidge was put- 
ting over on the American people in the 
matter of reducing Federal expenses. 

It was all wrong for Gov. Smith to 
show that the actual total of Treasury 
vouchers at the close of the Coolidge 
Administration would show a greater 
cost for Federal Government than when 
the high priest of economy succeeded 
to the Presidency when the hand ot 
destiny struck Harding down in San 
Francisco. 

When we arrived in Chicago the next 
day and read Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon’s rebuttal to Go, Smith there 
could be no further dou»t that Gov. 
Smith was talking through his brown 
derby and had demonstrated his 
ignorance of national affairs. 

Candidate Hoover’s headquarters just 
sneered the rejoinder that the country 
would not stand for any man in the 
White House who could be so ignorant 
of national finances. 

Never until now could | believe that 
Gov. Smith was right about the whole 
thing. 

I have to believe it now because 

resident Hoover acknowledges that 
Gov. Smith was right al the timc. 

Under such circumstances 1 am bound 
to go along with my PreéSident and say 
he is right. 1 must concede also to 
my President the possibility that he 
knew Gov. Smith was right all the 
time and that the harsh words spoken 
by Hoover headquarters, Secretary Mel- 
lon and others were just forgiveable 
outbursts in the heat of a political 
campaign, words to be forgotten by all 
Save the vindictive. 

Considering the fact that the Presi- 


“dential yacht Mayflower was put out 


of commission in an economy gesture 
to administer a slap; to Mr. Coolidge’s 
nickel-nursing program, leaving the 
navy to find a new training ship to 
cost just as much, while a bevy of new 
White House secretaries were being ad- 
ded to the payroll at $10,009 per an- 
hum, it does seem that a Federal 
Judge could be found somewhere to 
enjoin publication tn the case of Facts 
vs. Fictions of the Presidential cam= 
paign of 1928. ‘ 

It is not fair to the President to 
nave those things dug up on him. I 
do not believe in unwise use of the in- 
junction. I have been inclined to favor 
‘the Shipstead bill to protect organized 
labor‘ against the abuse of power by 
the Federal courts and. the Federal 
Government being. invoked — against 
men and women striving to gain a de- 
cent wage. 

It seems, hcwever, that there should 
be some power somewhere to prevent 
President Hoover proving to the coun- 
try that Gov.

For Mr. Hoover to have come sut 
with a statement that Federal prisons 
were overcrowded due to the in- 
crease in criminal offenses traceable 
directly to Volsteadism wolld have had 
Bishop Gannon, Mrs, Willebrandt and 
a lot of others trekking out to. the 
Massachusetts Avenue headquarters, 
followed closely by théir hand-picked

The religious bigotry game was going 
too well at that stage to muddy the 
gin of the more ardent drys by intro- 
ducing any such drops of political 
courage, plain speech or Treasury facts. 

Mr. Hoover contented himself with 
saying here and there, after his .ad- 
visers had backed him away from his

Life sentences are to lose Much of 
their terror under the new prison 
reform innovations in Germany. 
Prisoners are to get a week’s holiday, 
or even fourteen days, if their con- 
duct warrants it. They may them- 
selves choose the time for leaving 
jail, spreading out the time of free- 
dom over a whole year, if desired. 
All crimes committed under the in- 
fluence of certain states of mind 
definitely recognizable as patholog- 
ical will be handed over for investi- 
“gation to- an institution whose gov- 
ernor is a doctor, Occupations will 
be given the criminal, according to” 
expert medical .opinion, and the 
strictest investigation made into his 
heredity and status in the world of 
biology, pure and simple. The prison 
at Straubing in Bavaria is the scene 
of the most starting prison innova- 
tions on the European Continent. A 
féw weeks ago the first play written 
and performed éntirély by men serv- 
ing’ long terms was given in the 
prison theatre.

Whether it be 
an office job or the far more diffi- 
cult job of managing a husband and 
children, are characterized by _ hori- 
zontal forehead lines. If you are one 
of these, quit worrying and spare your 
brow.
